Amsterdam, September 20.—An offi- 
cial statement issued in Berlin says 
the German ambassador in Vienna to- 
day presented Germany’s reply to the 
recent Austro-Hungarian peace note. 
The German note announces the readi- 
ness of Germany to participate in the 
Proposed exchange of ideas. 

The text of the German reply fol- 
lows: 

“The undersigned imperial ambassa- 
dor has the honor to make the follow- 
ing reply to the highly esteemed note 
of the royal and imperial foreign min- 
ister. ‘ 

“The summons of the Austro-Hun- 
Sarian government to all belligerent 
states to. enter into confidential, un- 
binding discussion in a neutral coun- 
try of the fundamental principles for 
the conclusion of peace corresponds to 
the spirit of peace readiness and con- 
ciliatoriness which the responsible 
statesmen of the quadruple alliance 
and the authorized representatives of 
the allied (Teutonic) peoples have 
again and again announced. The re- 
ception which prevents similar steps 
met with from our enemies was not 
‘encouraging. 

“The imperial government, however, 
follows the new attempt to bring the 
world nearer to the just and lasting 
peace, which it desires with the sin- 
cere and earnest wish that the state- 
ment of the Austro-Hungarian gov- 
ernment, inspired by profound concilia- 
tory feeling and noble ‘humanity, will 
this time evoke the desired echo. 

“In the name of the imperial govern- 
ment, the undersigned has the honor to 
declare that Germany is ready to: 

participate in. the proposed exchange of 
me Tdeas."

Washington, September 20.—Presi- 
dent Wilson will fix the price of cot- 
ton, placing the last of the princinal 
commodities necessary in' the prosecu- 
tion of the war under governmental 
regulations, despite strong pressure 
from the southern states. In addition 
to determining the price, the sgovera- 
ment will take over control of the 
distribution of this year’s crop. 

The decision of the president, defi- 
nitely announced at a conference this 
week with senators and representatives 
from the cotton states, becaine known 
today. Plans to carry out the decision 
are said to be under way. 

Agitation for the fixing of a price 
for cotton has been prevalent for a 
number of months owing to the rapid- 
ly mounting cost of cotton products 
and the belief in many quarters that 
the staple should be placed on the sarc 
basis as wheat and other essentials,

country. .This arrangement failed to 
receive the assent of The Netherlands 
authorities. 

“The war trade board of the United 
States has at all times been ready in 
conjuction with the authorities of the 
allied governments and on reasonable 
conditions to conform to an agreement 
to that which failed of ap-

Although The Netherlands govern- 
ment has been reluctant to state its 
reasons for keeping more than 50 per 
cent of its total tonnage idle in home 
ports, it is known here that this ac-| 
tion is based on Germany’s\refusal to 
recognize Dutch ships now touching 
allied ports as still neutrals. They are 
“enemy” ships, according to the Ger- 
man view. 

Germany has declared it is known 
here that wherever more than 50 per 
cent of the tonnage of any, neutral 
nation is in the service of the allies, 
then all ships of that nation at once 
become “enemy” ships, subject to at- 


tack without notice.

In determining a plan for controlling 
cotton distribution it is understood the 
president is endeavoring to work out 
a method of co-operation with the 
British and French governments. As 
the needs of these two governments 
and the United States represent more 
than fifty per cent of the cotton pro- 
duced, it has been pointed out that a 
price readily could be fixed which 
would control the world market. Com- 
missions have been appointed by the 
British and French governments which 
buy not only for their governments, but 
for the private spinners at prices fixed 
by those commissions. 

Both commissions, it is known, are 
now co-operating with the president in 
this matter. 

Uneertainty Injuring Market. 

While opposed to any steps that 
would result in the fixine of the cot- 
ton price, southern senators at a con- 
ference urged the president that if 
he was determined to take this action, 
not to delay it longer tRan possible, 
declaring that in view of the present 
uncertainty, cotton markets are stag- 
nant and many growers are holding 
while awaiting some announcement as 
to the price to be named. 

No government plgn for price-fixing 
has aroused more opposition ‘than to 
determine the price of cotton. Hardly 
had Chairman Baruch, of the war in- 
dustries board, announced a plan to 
name a committee which would inves- 


tigate the cotton situation with a view |

AVIATION MECHANIC 
KILLED AND OFFICER 
INJURED IN FALL 


Dawson, “Ga., September 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)-—Walter Hilton, mechanic, was 
killed and Lieutenant Ming was pain- 
fully but not fatally injured when the 
aeroplane, of which they were occu- 
pants, fell from an altitude of over 
three thousand feet two miles east of 
Dawson today. ee 

They were on their way from South- 
er field at Americus to the landing 
site at Dawson when the accident. oc- 
curred. 

The machine was badly wrecked. 
The aeroplane went into a tail spin 
and Lieutenant Ming, the driver, did 
not succeed in bringing it back to 
control. No definite statgment was 
obtainable here as to what caused 
the accident. The machine fell in a 
field near a well-traveled highway and 
help was quick in reaching the fallen 
men. Hilton’s neck was broken and 
he lived only a few minutes after the 
aeroplane struck the ground. 

Lieutenant Ming was rushed to Daw- 
son in an automobile for medical at- 
tention. His wounds consisted chiefly 
of severe cuts about the face and his 
conditio1. was not regarded as serious. 
After receiving surgical attention he 
was taken to the home of friends here 
and later in the day returned to Amer- 
icus by automobile. The body of the 
dead mechanic was taken to Americus 
by one of the Souther field ambulances 


which reached the scene shortly after 
the accident. 

Major Wash and several other offi- 
cers, including the surgeon in charge 
at Souther field, came down from 
Americus as soon as they were noti- 
fied of the accident.

even higher levels. With the advent 
of war in Europe the effect upon cot- 
ton was the reverse of that upon 
wheat, steel and such other commodi- 
ties.

To 
have failed to have established the 
price of commodities that had already 
profited so largely with a tendency of 
higher levels would have seriously 
jeopardized the interest of the gov- 
ernment. Cotton, however, at no time 
has advanced to such a point that it 
in any way jeopardizes the interest of 
the government. While it is consider- 
ably higher at this time than when 
war was declared, it has merely kept 
pace with the advancing cost of agri- 
cultural labor. . . It does not appear 
that any interest has been affected 
or threatened from an over valuation 
of cotton since the declaration of war. 
. » « There is no product of the farm 
in which the cost of production varies 
so greatly or advances so rapidly with 
the increased cost of labor as that of 
cotton. The laws of supply and de- 
mand have stabilized the price of cot- 
ton during this crisis and held it with- 
in reasonable limits and it does ap- 
pear@hat this principle should be per- 
mitted to continue unhampered until 
there should be an advance to such a 
point as would jeopardize the inter- 
est of the government in obtaining 
their supply of cotton goods at prices 
which have heretofore been fixed as 
reasonable... . The agitation of price- 
fixing is affecting the mind and in- 
terest of cotton growers, but regardless 
of any material interest involved, may 
I suggest that the principle of supply 
and demand should not be interfered 
with until it can be shown that the 
interest of the government is being 
affected adversely.”

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“THOMAS E. WATSON 


OUTLINES COURSE 


Says He Will Not Recog- 
nize Right of Convention' 
in Tenth District to Make 
Rules for Hearing His 
Contest. 


That Thomas FE. Watson, who is con- 
testing the nomination of Carl Vinson 
for congress in the tenth district, will 
not recognize the right of the conven- 
tion in that district to make rules for 
hearing the contest, which, he says, was 
proposed in a resolution adopted, and 
that the case will be carried to the state 


executive committee is shown by the 
following letter written to The Consti- 
tution by Mr. Watson: 

“The readers of your paper who were no 
doubt greatly edified by the proceedings of 
Congressman Vinson and his numerous at- 
torneys at Milledgeville Thursday may have 
some wish to know what I have to say 
about it, since the progress of events has 
made, as it were, ¢@ part of their circus. 

“T never knew a fot of men who were 
more at sea than Vinson, George Carswell. 
poor Dave Howard and J. C. McAuliffe and 
exhibit such a state of mental disquietude 
as these brethren did at the old capital of 
our state. Having been called to nominate 
Vinson, they did not nominate him: having 
been summoned to enjoy a great barbecue, 
they did enjoy it—with more or less gusto. 
Carl Vinson’s lawyer made various motions 
and the dutiful voted for all of them. Hav- 
ing fixed all the machinery as they supposed 
to steal a nomination, they discovered to 
their great disgust that they had been pro- 
hibited by law from stealing it. Having 
failed to get the grapes, the virtuous Carl 
magnanjmously told his assembled lawyers 
that he had never wanted them 

“What he did not tell either to his law- 
years or to mankind at large was that the 
law had stepped in and called a hault upon 
his attempted outrage upon the district. 

*T will not in any way recognize the 
jurisdiction of Burwell, Vinson, Dave How- 
ard. George Carswell and J. C. McAuliffe, 
of The Chronicle, over my case. Every law- 
yer will agree that Bill Burwell has no 
legal authority to write new rules govern- 
ing the contest cases which were pending 
some time before the convention met. 

Authorities Recognized. 

“T will be governed by the supreme law 
of the party, to wit: The rules and regula- 
tions of the state executive committee, sup- 
plemented, where necessary, by the statutes 
of Georgia as found in the Parks code 
governing contested cases. These statutory 
enactments of which Bill Burwell was not 
the author, but which he is duty bound to 
respect, together with the ordinary rules 
of, practice, pleading and evidence, com- 
pletely cover the necessities of the case. 

“Chairman Fred Simpson at Irwinton has 
duly acknowledged service and made him- 
self a party to the contested election pro- 
ceedings in Wilkinson county and Mr. Vin- 
son made himself a“party to the contest 
proceeding by his written acknowledgement 
of service two days before the Milledgeville 
assembly convened. 

“Chairman Beasley, of Taliaferro county, 
made himself a party to the contest in that 
county days before the mecting at Milledge- 
ville, and it only remains for him to fix 
the time and place of hearing evidence. 

Will Make Out Case. 

“If he refuses to do this, we will make 
out our case with ex-parte affidavits to be 
presented to the congressional committee in 
regular course of appeals. 

“In Columbia county service was made 
upon Chairman Lazenby and he has offi- 
cially fixed the time and place of hear- 
ing. In Taliaferro county Chairman .Beas- 
ley has also appointed time and place for 
hearing the case. Therefore the party tri- 
bunals before which contested elections are 
to go have been called into existence so far 
as legal service could do it. 

“It only remains for the county commit- 
tees to organize themselves for the hear- 
ing, and for us to put before said commit- 
tees the testimony upon which we base the 
contest. We do not have to sit down and 
wait for Bill Burwell and George Carswell 
to prepare a chopping block to cut my head 
off on, nor a trap in which to fasten me. 
We have enough law in Georgia now: we 
don't need any new legislation by such a 
ballot-burning crowd as George Carswell 
heads and champtons. . 

+ Reiterates Charges, 

“Perhaps the public has not truly under- 
stood thoroughly the fact that Vinson was 
present in person, a legal accessory or ac- 
complice in the destruction of the ballots, 
tally sheets, the voters’ list, the registration 
list and even the clerks’ list of voters, which 
the law requires the clerk to keep in his 
office always accessible to the public. I 
charge that George H. Carswell, the present 
attorney of Carl Vinson, was his attorney at 
the time those ballots and other papers 
were given to the flames. I charge that 
the said George H. Carswell himself inter- 
vened, took possession of the precinct re- 
turns and consolidated them himself. I 
charge that never before did Vinson spend 
in Wilkinson county the day before the 
election, the day of the election and the 
day after the election up until the time 
when the raping of the ballot boxes began. 

“I charge that Vinson'’s managers through. 
out Wilkinson county violated the statute 
law of the state regulating the holding of 
elections, and that said managers as well 
as the clerk, George Carswell, and Vinson, 
are guilty of statutory misdemeanors. 

“It is quite possible that Bully Bill Bur- 
well and artful George Carswell could hatch 
a new system of election laws by the use 
of which the criminals might prevent the 
exposure of their crimes, but I would be a 
silly little lamb if I walked open-eyed into 
this pack of wolves. They will be ignored 
indeed and we will proceed with our case 
just as if ao such convention had ever been 
held. 
Follow Committce Rules. 

“We will do what the state committee 
tells us to. do by its rules and regulations, 
and we will continue to deny that the con- 
vention which was called to nominate the 
candidate has any legal authority to make 
new laws, either for the democratic party 
or for the state. So far as the party is 
eoncerned the new laws when needed should 
eome from the supreme authoriy, the state 
executive committee or the state conven- 
tion. 

“Pardon me for being just a little bit 
plain in summing up. I defeated those ras- 
cals in Spite of their tricks, money and 
whisky.‘ The mere fact that Hardwick 
carried Wilkinson county—an old populist 
county—and that I did not, carries evi- 
dence of fraud on its face. 

“When you examine the election returns 
and discover that in other counties, the 
Watson and Hardwick votes were almost 
the same; the fact that I carried Hardwick's 
county by a larger majority than he did, 
and that he carried my home county by 
a larger majority than I did, graphically 
illustrates the fact that the Watson and 
Hardwick votes were running together: con- 
sequently the vast difference in Wilkinson 
‘county -excites suspicion, the moment you 
recognize the fact.

“Tl carried the tenth district and etery 
honest man knows it..

With the American Army on the Lor- 
raine Front, September 20.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Efforts made by the 
German high command to counteract 
the effect of the allies’ endeavors to 
express their war aims to the German 
people are evidenced in an order from 
General von Hutier which has’ fallen 
into the hands of Americans. The order, 
which attacked Lord Northcliffe as a 
rough-going rascal, follows: 

“The enemy hegins to realize that 
we cannot be crushed by his blockade, 
his superiority in numbers and force 


of arms. He, therefore, is trying | 
trickery and underhanded methods 


which he is pastmaster, to induce in 
the minds of German people doubts of 
their invincibility. He has founded for 
this purpose a special ministry for the 
destruction of German confidence. At 


the head of this ministry he has put 
that most rough-going rascal of all 
the entente, Lord Northcliffe, who has 
been given billions for influencing opin- 
ion in Germany and at this front by 
means of paid agents, assassinations of 
ambassadors and in all other ways in 
favor with the entente methods. 

“Aviators are constantly distribut- 
ing increasing numbers of leaflets and 
pamphlets. Letters written by German 
prisoners are falsified in the most out- 
rageous way. Tracts and pamphiets 
are written to which names of German 
poets, writers and statesmen are forg- 
ed. These come from the Northcliffe 
press, which is working day and night 
for this sole purpose. His whole 
thought and aim is to place these for- 
geries in the hands of the German 
people. 

“However obvious they may appear 
to the man who thinks twice, they 
may suggest a doubt even for a mo- 
ment in the minds of those who do not 
think for themselves and shake their 
confidence in their leaders, their own 
strength and the inexhaustible re- 
sources of Germany. Germany may be 
Saved by confidence. 

“Lord Northcliffe forgets that Ger- 
man soldiers are neither negroes, Hin- 
dus, illiterate French or Americans in- 
capable of seeing through such machi- 
nations. 

“Explain these infamous attempts to 
your young and jnexperienced com- 
rades. Tell them what our mortal ene- 
my expects of them and whaf® is at 
stake. Pick up the leaflets and pam- 
phliets and give them to your com- 
manders for transmission to the high 
command, which may be able to make 
valuable deductions from them as the 
aim of our enemies. 

“You will thus help the command, 
also help to hasten the hour of vie- 
tory.”

SHIPPING DELIVERED 
TO FLEET CORPORATION 


Washington, September 20.—Ship 
tonnage actually delivered to the 
Emergency Fleet corporation so _ far 
this year amounts to 1,811,000 tons, 
with 2,596,000 tons launched and keels 
laid for 4,103,000. General Manager 
Piez, of the Emergency Fleet corpora- 
tion, giving these figures to the senate 
commerce committee today, said deliv- 
eries for the month of September 
probably will reach 400,000 tons.

John T. Sturdevant and Thomas Mc- 
Entegart, also named as directors of the 
corporation, likewise resigned and 
there was elected as president Mr. Bris- 
bane’s father-in-law, Seward Carey, 
with two of the editor’s secretaries as 
other officers and directors.

The corporation, said Mr. DeFord, was 
organized on January 13, 1916, at Mr. 
Brisbane’s request as an instrumentality 
for the delivery of Hearst newspapers, 
and Brisbane asked him, together with 
Sturdevant, his associate, and McEnte- 
gart, a clerk in his office, to act tem- 
porarily as incorporators and directors. 
The Star company afterward declined 
to contract with the corporation for 
the distribution of its papers and “the 
Growing Circulation corporation” 
thereafter remained qa mere shell. Lat- 
er Brisbane advised him that he “de-

Every city ,town and countryside is 
asked by the president to arrange for 
commemorative addresses, pageants, 
haryest home festivals or other demon- 
strations, and he directs that all ted- 
eral employees whose services can be 
spared be given holiday. 

The president's proclamation  fol- 
lows: 

“Every day thereat principles for 
which we are fighting take fresh hold 
upon our thought and purpose and 
makes it clearer what the end must be 
and what we must do to achieve it. 
We now know more certainly than we 
ever knew before why free men brought 
the great nation and government we 
love into existence, because it grows 
clearer and clearer what supreme serv- 
ice it is to be America’s privilege to 
render to the world. The anniversary 
fof the discovery of America must there- 
fore have for us in this fateful year a 
peculiar and thrilling significance. We 
should make it a day of ardent rededi- 
cation to the ideals upon which our 
government is founded and by which 
our present heroic tasks are inspired. 

“Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wilson, 
president of the United States, do ap- 
point Saturday, the 12th day of October, 
1918, as Liberty day. On that day I 
request the citizens of every commu- 
nity of the United States, city, town 
and countryside, to celebrate the dis- 
covery of our country in order to stim- 
ulate a generous response to the fourth 
Liberty Loan. Commemorative 
dressés, pageants, harvest home festi- 
vals, or other demonstrations should 
be arranged for in every neighborhood 
under the general] direction of the sec- 
retary of the treasury and the imme- 
diate direction of the Liberty Loan 
committee in co-operation with the 
United States bureau of education and 
the public school authorities.

_ Take Their Orders 
From Potsdam Gang 


More Secret Documents 
Made Public by the United 
States, Showing the Be- 
trayal of Russia to Ger- 
many. 


Washington, September 20.—Another 
convincing link in the proof that Ger- 
many was preparing to start a war of 
world conquest at least six weeks be- 
fore the excuse for it was offered by 
the assassination of the Austrian heir 
apparent at Sarajevo, concludes the 
@mazing series of disclosures which 
the American government has given to 
the public through secret documents 
brought out of Russia. 

Two authenticated documents are in- 
cluded in the final chapter of the story 
which began a week ago with evidence 
removing any doubt that may have ex- 
isted that the Russian Bolsheviki gov- 
ernment headed by Lenine and Trotzky 
is a tool of the imperial German gov- 
ernment. One of these is an original 
circular from the German general staff 
dated June 9, 1914, directing that all 
industrial concerns be notified to open 
their secret instructions for industria) 
mobllization. Another, dated November 
20, 1914, is from the German naval gen- 
eral staff, and reveals that within four 


months after hostilities began in Eu-{2 


rope “destruction agents” were ordered 
to Canada and the United States to 
hire anarchists and escaped criminals 
for the bomb plots and work of terror 
which finally played a part in drawing 
the United States into the war. 

Group of Circulars, 

In addition to this authenticated evi- 
dence, Edgar Sisson, who obtained.the 
papers for the committee on public in- 
formation, offers a remarkable group 
‘of circulars put out in Russian text 
at Petrograd, last winter, purporting 
to be copies of documents taken from 
the archives of the counter espionage 
bureau of the Kerensky government, 
supplemented by some from the files 
of the same bureau before the fal of 
the ezar. Some of this matter has been 
published previously in France and in 
this country. The circulars tell of 
German arrangements six months be- 
fore the outbreak of war for the estab- 
lishment of the financial agencies in 
-bordering neutral countries which later 
furnished the money for the operations 
of the Bolsheviki of orders to German 
banks to establish close and secret rela- 
tions with American and Finnish banks; 
of the launching of revolutionary 
propaganda against the czar’s govern- 
ment in Russia as early as yp oct 
.1914, and of instructions to German 
diplomats in all neutral countries to 
co-operate with agencies set up in 
those countries for stirring up social 


unrest, strikes and sentiment against , 


war, within the enemy states. 
The name of Scheidemann, the Ger- 


man socialist leader, already mentioned, 1914, five months before 


as involved in the dealings of the Ger- 
man government with Bolsheviki, ap- 
pears attached to one of the unauthen- 
ticated documents. It is a note an- 
nouncing that one hundred and fifty

fabrics of proof, and tn the light of it 
are more valuable for themselves than 
they were when they stood alone. 
Finally, I am now able to prove that 
two of the documents among these cir- 
culars—the circular of industrial mo- 
bilization of June 9, 1914, and _ the 
agents’ destruction circular of Novem- 


ber 28, 1914—are authentic. I have 
them in the original German printed : 
version. of their official distribution, | 
and I ve the doubly attested Rus- | 
sian and German record that they, in: 
preceding time, reposed in the files of 
the secret service of the Russtan goy- 
ernment, from which they were taken 
by German order and turned over to 
German representatives of the German 
government in Petrograd with the in- 
tent of eliminating them as interna- 
tional evidence against Germany. (See 
Document 3 of my report.) 

This group of circulars came into 
my hands the first week in February, 
1918, and a few days later two dupli- 
cate sets reached me. I prepared a' 
digest of the set and Ambassador 
Francis cabled the message in code to. 
the state department February 9. 

It was nearly four weeks later be- 
fore I secured the originals and all 
the photographs listed in my report. 
Two of these originals were of cir- 
culars I had seen in copy form four 
weeks earlier. That summarizes the 
case of the circulars of the appen- | 
dix considered as evidence.

Illustrating the “offense tactics” 
of the Bolsheviki leaders against 
Great Britain and the United 
States——A conversation by tele- 
graph between Chickerin at Pe- 
trograd (who is speaking) and

With reference to the allies the 
situation is evidently favorable. 
Separate peace will not cause a 
rupture.

A few days ago there ap 
peared a so-called head of a com- 
mercial mission, Lockhart, with a 
letter from Livingoff stating that 
the bearer is an honest man who, 
indeed, fully sympathizes with us. 
Indeed, Ve a is subtle, alert Eng- 
lishman; expresses very liberal 
views; runs down his government. 
He is a type of the diplomat of the 
new school. At present he is not 
an official representative, but de 
facto he is an envoy, having been 
sent by the war cabinet. After 
our recognition he will obtain an 
official position with us. He prom- 
ises all knds of favors from Eng- 
land. : 

He explained that if we should 
hot spoil the sitaution our recog- 
nition is a question of the near 
future, but something would have 
to be ceded on our part. He said 
that no government could toler- 
ate intervention in its internal af- 
fairs.

The German press generally, says the As- 
sociated Press, “from the socialists to con- 
servatives, regards the American answer to 
the Austrian peace note, taken in connection 
with the speech of Foreign Secretary Bal- 
four, as final proof that theallies ... seek 
to complete the destruction of the central 
powers and their peoples, and the dismem- 
berment of their territory.” 

The German newspapers may make a 
pretense of having such a belief; they may 
try to delude the masses of the central pow- 
ers into sharing it. But, written and edited 
as they are by men surely of ordinary intel- 
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ligence, they "believe nothing of the kind. 


They say they believe it in the vain hope 
that it may spur on a despairing, war-worn 
and peace-hungry people to fight as only 
they can fight whose only alternative is 
death and destruction. 

The socialist Vorwaerts utters what any 
intelligent German’ knows—whether or not 
he would admit it-is another question—to be 
untrue when it says, as it is quoted as hav- 
ing said in comment upon American-entente 
answer, that if our wishes “should be ful- 
filled, which would be possible only through 
a complete military victory by the entente, 
there would be a feeling left among the en- 
tire German people that they had been made 
the victims of a robbers’ warfare.” 


What the enlightened members of Ger- 
man society know, and what all of them are 
coming more and more to realize, is that 
they have been and being made the 
“victims of a robbers’ warfare,” the “rob- 
bers” being their own autocrats and war- 
lords!

Here in the south there are acres upon 
acres, tracts upon tracts of land which for 
years and years have been idle because pine 
stumps and boulders lie in the path of the 
tractor. Hitherto, the cost of removal by hand 
has been so great and so unsatisfactory that 
little or nothing has been accomplished along 
this line of reclamation. 

: 

The men who are wise to coming events 
will investigate the use of farm explosives. 
This method of land clearing really costs 
nothing in the long run. Obviously the value 
of land increased by clearing. In fact, 
many shrewd men argue that land clearing 
really costs nothing, if it is done reasonably 
and economically, because the increase in the 
valve of the land after it is cleared usually 
covers more than the'’cost of the clearing. 
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The expertence of one farmer in the south 
is that it cost him only about $80 to “stump” 
his fifty-acre place, but that he would not 
have the stumps back Jn the field for $500; 
besides, the lightwood he got will last him 
ten years, which in these strenuous times of 
fuel shortage counts for something. 

it oceurs to me that now, if ever, is the 
time to get at this work—this fall, for time 
is precious. It would be a patriotic deed for 
some fuel concern, some municipal wood- 
vard operator, to get behind some such move- 
ment, to go down into the country south of 
Macon and make capital out of what now ig 
useless and at the same time relieve the 
pénding fuel shortage which the administra- 
tion has s0 often warned us might come. 
Then next spring the tractors could be put to 
work on this very land and bumper crops 
would result. Land clearing and tractor use 
will come some day, why not now?

The constitutional amendment submitted 
by the recent legislature, creating seven new 
senatorial districts in Georgia, has already 
precipitated a lively row down in the second 
district. 3 


It will be recalled that this amendment 
was a full and complete house substitute to 
a@ senate bill -which provided for only two

new districts; and upon its return to the sen- 
ate was passed by a majority-of-the-quorum 
vote, on the ground that a substitute to a 
constitutional bill was merely an amendment. 
President Olive ruled, therefore, that it did 
not require the usual] two-thirds-of-the-mem- 
bership vote. 


Notice was unofficially given that the 
ruling would be contested through the 
courts—Senator Hugh Price and others de- 
claring that they would institute friendly 
proceedings to that end. 

In the meantime here is a situation that 
has arisen in Senator Herschel Elder’s dis- 
trict—

The Second District 

May Be Without Senator. 
The’Tatification of the amendment may, 

indeed, find the second senatorial district 

without representation in the upper body 

of the next general assembly. 


The second district as now made up is 
comprised of the counties of Toombs, Tatt- 
nall, -Evans, Liberty and McIntosh. If the 
amendment creating the new senatorial dis- 
tricts_is ratified it will be made up of Tatt- 
nall, Liberfy and McIntosh. 


Under the rotation system, which has been 
in vogue for a half century, it was Toombs 
county’s time at the recent primary to name 
the senator. 


The old executive committee, ruled that 
Toombs and Evans counties were not to be 
considered ag longer members of the district. 

Toombs county held that it was still in 
the district, and proceeded, to vote unani- 
mously for J. P. Brown, of Lyons. 


The old executive committee ordered that 
in the counties of Tattnall, Liberty and Mc- 
Intosh that anyone could run who wanted to, 
and that the popular vote should elect. 

Senator H. H. Elders, of Tattnall, defeat- 
ed C, M. Tyson, of Mcintosh, though Tyson 
carried McIntosh and Liberty. When the 
delegates met at Hinesville the Toombs and 
McIntosh delegations, it is said, proceeded to 
sail into Mr. Elders. The latter replied, but 
not to the satisfaction of the delegates, it 
appears, as they voted 12 to 4 for the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Brown. 

New the question arises what will be the 
status of the district if the amendment creat- 
ing the seven new districts is ratified, as Mr. 
Brown will not be a resident of the district 
when the law says that he shall be. 


Will there be another election, with only 
the counties named in the constitutional 
amendment participating—lLiberty, Tattnall 
and McIntosh? Then, what will be the status 
of Mr. Brown? 

The fifteenth senatorial district, of which 
Toombs will become a part under the pro- 
posed amendment, has already named Mr. 
Calhoun as its candidate. 

It has been suggested that Mr. Elders may 
rum as an indépendent in November, but he 
is a strong organization democrat, and this 
is not likely. He is a member of the state 
democratic executive committee, and has 
long taken an active part in the affairs of 
the party. Perhaps: no man in the 1917-18 
state senate took a more active part in con- 
structive legislation.

Alien Property Custodian, 
Pcwers and Limitations. 

Following the sensational disclosures rela- 
tive to the interests of a number of German 
brewers in this country in The Washington 
Times property, the ownership of which is 
accredited to Arthur Brisbane, of the Hearst 
organization, The Constitution has been ask- 
ed for information regarding the powers.and 
limitations of the alien property 3 cus- 
todian, etc. 

Simultaneously with the creation of the 
war trade board, the president, by executive 
order of October 12, 1917, vested the ad- 
ministration of the provisions of the trading 
with the enemy law with respect to the cus-° 
tody, care and control Of enemy property in 
this country within the terms of the act of 
October 1917, in an alien property cus- 
todian. 

Enemy aliens are the persons more par- 
ticularly described in the statute itself. 
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Under the terms of the law and the ex- 
ecutive orders of the president, large powers 
are vested in the alien property custodian 
to take possession of, hold and acquire enemy 
property. All persons who hold property 
which under the terms of the act “enemy 
property” or who have any interest therein, 
are required to report the facts in relation 


is 


thereto upon blanks which are supplied upon 


request of the alien property custodian. The 
penalties for failure to report are severe ana 
the report must be made if the holder of the 
property has any reason to believe that an 
enemy or ally of enemy either owns or has 
ah interest in such property, which includes 
moneys, eredits, goods, wares, merchandise, 
choses in action or any kind of real and per- 
sdnal property. 

The alien property custodian, in the dis- 
charge of his duties, is in close contact with 
the state and treasury departments, the de.- 
partment of justice, federal trade commission 
and the war trade board. 


It is not the poticy of the trading with 
the enemy law to confiscate the property of 
either enemies or allies ef enemies: the 
measure.is designed to bring into the cus- 
tody of the government all such property, 
and to use and preserve, upon a basis of 
practical justice, all such enemy property as 
may be found within the jurisdiction of the 
United States, and at the same timé to give 
full and accurate expréssion by specific 
statutory enactment of the rules of interna- 
tional law ih respect to such property. 


A system of licenses is provided, whereby 
the enormous volume of this character of 
business may be carried on to the best 
economic effect and to as little disturbance 
of legitimate business and trade as possibile. 
These licenses, with respect to enemy busj- 
ness, are granted by the war trade board 
upon the recommendation of the alien prop.

Fear makes the pupils grow large. 

Belladonna (or its active principle, atro- 
pine) or homatropine, dropped in the eyes, 
causes wide dilation or enlargement of the 
pupil for several days, together with tem- 
porary loss of “accommodation,” that is, the 
capacity to focus the eyes for near vision. 

A doctor can tell little or nothing about 
general conditions by looking at a patient's 
eyes, though an experienced observer may 
get many clues by an inspection of the eyes 
and sometimes much help in making a diag- 
nosis. 

All eyes are practically the 
whether they are called “large” eyes or 
“small” eyes. “Large” eyes are eyes with 
widely opened lids; “small” eyes have rar- 
rowly opened lids.

Nearsighted eyes generally have large 
pupils; farsighted eyes have small Pupils. 

In ceftain diseases of the brain or spinal 
cord the pupils fails to contract when a 
bright light is brought before the eye. In 
other diseases the pupil ig permanently large. 
In locomotor ataxia the pupil widens when 
the eye looks at’a distant object and nar« 
rows when the eye looks at a near object, 
‘as in a normal eye; but it fails to narrow 
when the eye looks from a dark surface to 
a light one, as a normal eye should.

WEEK'S COTTON MARKET 
EXTREMELY NERVOUS 


Price-Fixing Reports Kept the 
_ Trade in Unsettled State 
Throughout Period. 


, New York, September 20.—The cotton 
market has been extremely nervous and 
unsettled during the past week as a re- 
sult of price-fixing uncertainties. 

Rallies which followed the severe 
break of last Saturday were succeeded 


of renewed weakness during the mid- 
die of the week on rumors that prices 
considerably under the prevailing levels 
were being talked of in connection with 
the price-fixing proposition. These ru- 
mors were denied and the market firmed 
up again on unfavorable weather in the 
south, and the absence of southern 
hedge selling in any material volume. 
The undertone, however, remained ner- 
vous and the market was irregular late 
today with Octobér closing at 32.70, 
compared with 32.40, the low level of 
Wednesday and 34.20, the high point 
of last Tuesday. 

At times during the week there was 
considerable southern selling here, sug- 
gesting that some holders were feeling 
. the influence of large ginning returns 
and uncertainty as to the outcome of 
the pending war industries board in- 
vestigation. n declines, however, this 
selling has been less in evidence ana 
local brokers say they have seen no 
sign of any general weakness in the 
ae situation. Owing to congestion to 
oil mills, cotton gins in Missisippi ana 
louisiana have been ordered to close 
for a week or ten days, according to re- 

orts, and the general rains reported 
m the south today suggested a check 
fo picking. These features are expected 
to show in the next ginning report, but 
during the greater part of the week 
conditions are supposed to have been 
favorably for getting cotton out of the 
fields. A private crop report issued this 
morning placed the end-September con- 
dition at 55.5, compared with 56 toward 
the end of last month, which was con- 
sidered less than normal deterioration,

While the special demands of the period, 
far exceeding earlier calculations and still

banking circles to manufacturing and dis- 
tributing channels, is being brought more 
and more closely under the domination of 
war influences there is multiplying evi- 
dence, and no different condition is to be 
expected while the world-wide upheaval con- 
tinues. With warrant in past experience, 
however, confidence in the future remains 
unshaken and the conviction is general that 
the further readjustments which are clearly 
foreshadowed will be accomplished with a 
minimum of unsettlement, as have been 
those already encountered. Yet there is no 
disposition, either among official or private 
interests. to disregard the fact that new 
and perplexing problems are impending, and 
no other business question of the day has 
greater significance oor presents more 
formidable difficulties than the maintenance 
of a high rate of production of war ma- 
terials.

WIDE ADVANCES SCORED 
IN NEW ORLEANS COTTON 


New Orleans, September 20.—Wide 
advances were scored by cotton to- 
day on buying stimulated by rains in 
the belt and the forecast of colder 
weather and frost. At the highest 
trading months were three-quarters of 
a cent a pound up. Price-fixing talk 
served to restrict business to some 
extent and in the afternoon the in- 
clination was te reaet from the ad- 
vance, so that the close was at a net 
gain of only 32 to 42 points. 

The rains over night, covering the 
entire cotton country and being heavy 
in many localities, caused buying as 
soon as the trading commenced and 
a rise of about a half a cent soon was 
scored. The forecast of colder weath- 
er over the belt generally and of light 
frosts in the more northern portions 
encouraged more buying a little later 
in the session and the advance was 
widened to 70 to 75 points. 

A less pessimistic view of price- 
fixing was taken because of the as- 
surance by wire from many southers 
congressmen that opposition to it had 
not ceased and would not cease. The 
uncertainty over the situation, how- 
ever, made for small trading in the 
afternoon session.

BY LOSS OF ST. MIHIEL 


Senator Lewis Says Smashing 
of Salient Has Caused 
Terror. 


New York, ®Reptember 20.—The 


-smashing of the St. Mihiel salient by 


the American army has filled Germany 
with terror, and is the sure forerun- 
ner of an overthrow of the Prussian 
military domination by the German 
people according to an opinion ex- 
pressed here today by Senator James 
Hamilton Lewis, of Illinois, who has 
just returned from France and Eng- 


land. 

The German rulers, Senator Lewis 
said, are aware that the people of Ger- 
many have awakened toa realization of 
the power of General Pershing’s 


troops, and “the spirit of German mon- 
archs and military captains has been 
shattered” by this knowledge. 

France and Great Britain he added, 
freely admit that the entrance of 
American fighters into the fray has 
turned the tide. Premier Clemenceau 
told him, the senator said, that Amer- 
ica’s prowess was “the salvation of the 
hour,’ while the British prime minh- 
ister declared that “the influence of 
President Wilson and America upon the 
institutions of Britain and the spirit of 
her people was equivalent in itself to 
a new British army.” 


“The humiliation of the German mil- 


itary by the fresh troops of America 
has filled Germany with wonder and 
terror,” the senator said. “It recog- 
nizes that if such can be the result of 
the first move of America with her 
first installment of troops, the mil- 
lions who are waiting and who will 
goon be at Germany’s doors, mean de- 
struction for the military hopes of 
Prussia. 

“German rulers see that this Amer- 


- ican surprise isthe sure forerunner for 


the German people cleaning their 
houses of the military monsters and 
establishing authority at Berlin of 
their own choice, which will no longer 


receive them ag to the truth of their 
military situation, nor impoverish them 
to maintain a war of destruction of 
yee fRations in order to give glory 
to military masters and kingships and 
principalities to a select few.” 


11 GERMAN BALLOONS 
DESTROYED BY LUKE 


With the American Armies on the 
Lorraine Front, September 20.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—-The shooting down 
of two enemy balloons and three air- 
Planes in his recent patrol, instead of 
two of each type, as has been re- 
ported, is claimed by Lieutenant F. 
Luke, of Phoenix, Ariz. The destruc- 
tion of the balloons has been confirmed 
by scores of witnesses, who saw them 
burning. One of the airplanes landed 
within the French, lines and confirma- 
tion of its destruction was secured by 
the aviator on the spot. His superior 
officers believe that confirmation as to 
the others will soon be available. . 

All of the eleven balloons that the 
aviator has destroyed within four days 
were accounted for by means of incen- 
diary bullets. Lieutenant Luke carries 
special permission from his chief to 
use such bullets for this purpose. The 
majority of the attacks on the balloons 
were made at the greatest personal risk 
to the flier, because he was the objec- 
tive of quantitie sof the type of anti- 
aircraft projectiles called “flaming: on- 
ions,” which set an airplane ablaze if 
they hit it accurately. 


ARCHBISHOP IRELAND 
AT POINT QF DEATH 


St. Paul, Minn., September 20.—Arch- 
bishop John Ireland, of St. Paul’s dio- 
cese, of the Roman Catholic church, se- 
riously fll, still was in a very grave 
condition, his physicians announced.

Stockholm, September 20.—Prince 
Eric, duke of Vestmaniand, youngest 
son of King Gustaff, died today of 
pneumonia, which developed from 
Spanish influenza. The prince was 29 
years old. 


VICTORY FOR ALLIES 
IN NORTHERN RUSSIA 


Bolshevik Forces, Led by Ger- 


man Officers, Are Heav- 
ily Defeated. 


London, September 20.—In northern 
Russia, Karelian troops severely de- 
feated forces led by German officers 
at Ukhtinskaya, says an official state- 
ment issued by the war office today. 
The battle took place Wednesday. 

The official communication dealing 
with the operations in northern Rus- 
sia reads: 

“On the Dvina the largest of the en- 
emy’s armored steamers has been cap- 
tured. 

“On the Murmansk front there have 
been several encounters between Kare- 
lians and hostile patrols who crossed 


the frontier into Karelia‘ from Fintand. 
The Karelians have been uniformiy 
successful. 

“In a severe defeat of German-lea 
forces at Ukhtinskaya the enemy suf- 
fered heavily and was. pursued while 
in a disorderly retreat. Thousands of 
rifles and many boats were captured.”

CONGRESS MAY RECESS 
BEFORE THE ELECTIONS 


Washington, September. 20.—Pros- 
pects for a pre-election series of con- 
gressional recesses appeared bright to- 
night with the house having disposed 
of the war revenue bill Representa- 
tive Kitchin, the democratic leader, 
expressed hope in the house during the 
day that all important legislation could 
be cleared up next week, permitting 
three-day recesses by the house until 
the senate passed the revenue Dill.
